The scene of the Opera is laid in Mantua, in the 
sixteenth century. 


ACT 1. 
The Palace of the Duke of Mantua 


The Duke of Mantua, a man of many amours, has seduced the 
daughter of Count Monterone, who forces his way in on the Duke 
and his court to claim just reparation for this outrage. Rigoletto, 
the Duke’s court jester, presumes to mock the old Count, who 
turns upon him and lays a curse upon him and the Duke, who 
orders his immediate arrest.

ACT П. 
Outside Rigoletto's house 


Rigoletto has a daughter, Gilda, who is his most prized pos- 
session, and whom he shields from the world with every effort 
at his command. The courtiers, led by Count Ceprano, whose 
wife the Duke has been pursuing, has instigated a vendetta 
against Rigoletto in revenge for the insults that he has heaped 
upon the noblemen of the court, and has arranged to kidnap the 
supposed “mistress” of Rigoletto, who is, in fact, his daughter 
Gilda. The Duke, however, has, in the disguise of a student, 
been making advances to Gilda for some time, and on this 
particular evening has gained access to her home by bribing her 
nurse, Giovanna, and with his ardent wooing has no difficulty 
in turning the head of the simple girl. Their secret rendezvous 
is interrupted by Rigoletto, and the Duke departs hurriedly. 
Shortly afterwards the courtiers, headed by Count Ceprano, 
Marullo and Borsa, arrive and succeed іп abducting Gilda, 
bound and gagged, whom they take in triumph to the Palace 
of the Duke. Rigoletto is distracted and attributes this catas- 
trophe to the curse laid upon him by Count Monterone.

A room in the Duke's Palace 


The Duke soliloquises upon the charms of the simple maiden 
whom he has been pursuing when the courtiers appear to tell 
him in a hilarious fashion how they have abducted Rigoletto's 
"mistress" and brought her to the Palace the previous night. 
The Duke hastens away to further his acquaintanceship with 
Gilda. 

Rigoletto, distraught and pathetically attempting to maintain 
his role as court jester, ascertains that Gilda is with the Duke 
and: frantically attempts to rescue her, but is cruelly prevented 
from doing so by the courtiers. Gilda herself appears and con- 
fesses to her father that she has encouraged the Duke in his 
pursuit of her, thinking him to have been a poor student. 
Rigoletto furiously vows vengeance on his master.

A lonely inn by the River Mincio 


Rigoletto has resolved to have the Duke exterminated and 
arranges with Sparafucile, a professional assassin, to accomplish 
the deed. Sparafucile’s sister, Maddalena, has caught the fancy 
of the Duke, who visits her in the disguise of a swashbuckling 
soldier. Rigoletto has bargained the Duke’s life for twenty pieces 
of silver but Gilda, overhearing the plot, resolves to save him 
by sacrificing her own life for his, although he has abandoned 
her for the temporary fascination of Maddelena. Disguised as a 
youth she seeks shelter at Sparafucile’s inn at the height of a 
thunderstorm, and at Maddelena’s suggestion is stabbed as a 
substitute for the Duke. At midnight Rigoletto returns to claim 
the Duke’s body as arranged, and is about to throw it into the 
river when he discovers that the sack contains instead the body 
of his daughter. Still confessing her undying love for the Duke, 
she expires in his arms. With her death falls the final blow of 
Monterone's curse.
